I a development has merit, it doesn’t take long for it to become 
a part of the way we farm. In a recent report from the U.S.D.A.

Ou: August cover reflects the favorite 
hobby of Margaret and Oliver Larson 
making their farm look nice. The Larsons 
have a busy schedule of farm work, yet 
find time for gardening and landscaping 
The Larson farm, called L-Pine Ranch, 
is located on Highway 34 near Flandreau, 
South Dakota. Since moving to the pres- 
ent farm in 1946, they've added new 
trees, shrubs, and flowers each veat 

Margaret seems to have a “green 
thumb”’ when it comes to gardening. She 
raises all of the plants she sets out each 
year—starts them indoors in early spring 
Her favorite flowers are roses, asters, 
chrysanthemums, and salvia. When our 
cover picture was taken, she was gather- 
ing flowers for a centerpiece 

Oliver takes special pride in the spa- 
cious lawn. He uses fertilizer on it regu- 
larly and because of South Dakota’s

The Larson farm is 320 acres in size

Silting is a problem on flat grades where water moves slowly, drops 
its load of soil. The waterway builds up in the middle. It may be a 
slow process, hardly noticeable in good sod. However, in time, run- 
off starts flowing along the edges of the waterway, which are lower. 


To correct silting, first remove the soil being carried in the runoff 
Put all fields above the waterway on the contour. Strip-crop, use 
buffer strips. Then make sure all tillage tools cross waterway at 
right angles; rows must not turn down-slope when meeting waterway. 


Small wing-dams can be used in some cases to force water back into 
main channel. Build them with plow. Idea is to move the water faster 
and scour out the silt deposit. Tall grass in channel reduces the rate 
of water flow; keep grass cut short in the waterway.

Rilling in waterways is a problem on steeper slopes, where runoff 
moves rapidly. Water and silt actually wear through the sod cover 
in the channel, or wash gullies in the channel before the seeding 


becomes established. Rills develop into serious problems 


Prevent rilling on ne wly seeded waterways by plowing diversion ter- 
races along each side to carry all runoff, until a good sod becomes 
established. Encourage seeding growth with fertilizer and mulch of 
strawy manure. Blade in diversions after seeding is established. 


Fill shallow rills with sod. Fill the larger ones with good soil, then 
sod. Bromegrass works best on drier sites. Use reed canary grass in 
“‘wet’’ waterways which serve large drainage areas and carry large 
runoff loads. Spray to kill willows which start here

Handles baled 
hay easier

Jack Silva, Natomas district rancher on 
the outskirts of Sacramento, California, 
has taken the strain out of handling baled 
hay and has reduced his hay-handling 
crew by 3 men. He did it by using a com- 
bination buck rake and stacker he adapt- 
ed from a mechanical scoop. Teeth are 
substituted for the scoop. The lifting tow- 
er has been extended 18” to get sufficient 
height for stacking hay to a height of 12’ 

When hay is to be picked up out of the 
field the teeth are run under bales. When 
the rack has 5 bales on it the load is 
placed on a stack by lifting up, then low- 
ering the teeth down on the stack. The 
machine is backed up and the teeth pull 
out from under the bales. One man on 
the stack places bales 

The rig is also used for hauling feed 
from the stack to livestock. The operator 
and 1 man on a stack can handle 200 
bales an hour

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Ask any Texan in the East Fork 
Laterals Watershed project south 
of Dallas what he thinks about 
watershed protection.

drug sensitivities, allergies, histories of 
illnesses and surgical operations, health 
insurance coverage—-and the name, ad- 
dress, and telephone number of the fam- 
ily doctor from whom more specific in- 
formation can be obtained in a hurry 

The idea is not new. For many years 
diabe ucs have bee n carrying cards iden- 
tifying themselves as victims of that in- 
curable but controllable disease. If they 
are found in a coma, the cards warn, they 
should not be considered intoxicated, al- 
though they may appear to be. Rather, 
they should be given insulin under some 
circumstances or forced to swallow a lump 
of sugar under others. And a physician 
should be summoned 

More recently, similar cards have been 
prepared for people sensitive to penicillin

Portable hay manger of welded con- 
struction used on the Felix Kuhns farm in 
Rush County, Kansas. The manger base was 
made from sheet metal and the remainder 
from scrap iron rods of about 3/4” in size 

The manger has no bottom; ends are lifted 
out when it is moved, leaving old uneaten 
material behind. Debris and manure in the 
area are then cleaned up with a manure 
loader.

Here the feed starts down the bunk. A 1-hp 
motor powers the top auger and a 2-hp

Klehm uses a floating iron bracket system 
to adjust height of auger, 2x10 board sides, 
and motor assembly according to the needs 
of the ration. For fine grain, it must be low 
for silage, higher. Protein is mixed with the 
ration as it comes from the silo 





Eight-inch belting, formerly used to power a 
feed grinder, is used to convey the corn out

Stove bolts were placed in the belt as 
fingers to drag the eared corn from the crib
